Licensing conditions in respect of import of equipment 
and services under the Yen credit of Yen 11.884 
billion for Telecommunications Project (IX) extended 
by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund (OECF) 
of Japan 

Section I. General Conditions 

I. (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 11.884 billion ex¬ 
tended by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund 
of Japan (OECF) for financing the import require¬ 
ments of the Telecommunications Project of the 
Department of Telecommunications is untied in favour 
of Japan and developing countries. Accordingly the 
goods and serviics to be procured under this Credit 
can be imported from Japan and all countries enume¬ 
rated in the list at Annexurc-I which will bo eligible 
source countries under the credit. 
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(ii) Import Licence(sJ under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by the DGTDjCG Committee. 
The value of import liience(s) issued under this 
credit should not exceed Yen 13.100 Billion (CIF). 

The rupee value of the import licence shall bo 
determined with relerence to the exchange rate noti¬ 
fied by the Department of Revenue (Customs) and 
prevailing on the date of issue of the uuport licence 
and indicated in the body of the import ]icence(s) as 
per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN) |74 
dated the 6th June, 1974 issued by the CCI&E, which 
also enjoins that the Customs Authorities rnd the 
authorised dealers in foreign exchange will make debits 
to the value of the licence (s) {it the exchange rate 
specified on the import licencefs). The licence will 
bear the superscription “Japanese Yen Credit No. 
ID-P. 39”. The first and second suffix to the licence 
code will be “S|JC”. Diis will also be repeated in 
the letter from the CCT&E forwarding the import 
licence to be endorsed to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section). 

(iii) Import T,iccnce(s) can be issued only in 
favo ur of Department of Telecommunications on 
CIF basis. 

(iv) Depending on the convenience of Department 
of Telecommunicaions more than one import licence 
may be issued under this credit, but the total value 
must not exceed Yen 13.1(X) Billion (CIF) as speci¬ 
fied at l(ii) above. 

(v) The extension of the validity of the import 
licence, may on application by Department of Tele¬ 
communications be granted for a further period of 
12 months. Requc.st for further extension [issue of 
fresh import licence, if any, should be referred to the 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section). 

(vi) Imports to be financed under the credit are 
restricted to the fist of goods and services attached 
to the import hience, duly attested by the licensing 
authorities. 

(vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against tlie import licence. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made 
in Indian rupees to the agents in India. Such payments, 
however, will form part of the licence value and 
will, therefore be charged to the licence. 

(viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis 
on the overseas sup]fiier located in the countries men¬ 
tioned In Anneurc-T and sent to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 4 months 
from the date of issue Of the import licence. Freight 
and Insurance charges will bo payable in India in 
Indian rupees. “Firm orders” means purchase orders 
placed by the Indian licensee on the overseas supplier 
duly signed by the latter of purchase contract duly 
signed by both the Indian importer and the overseas 
suppliers. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas sup¬ 
pliers andlor order ■ confirmation of such Indian 
Agents arc not acceptable. 

(ix) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not having 


been complied with unless complete contracts docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 
orders a.s explained in para I (viii) above carmot be 
placed within four months for valid reasons, the 
licensee should submit the import licence to the con¬ 
cerned licensing authorities giving reasons why order¬ 
ing could not be completed within four months. Such 
requests for extension m the ordering period will be 
considered on merit by the licensing authorities who 
may grant extension upto a further maximum period 
of 4 months. If, however, extension is sought beyond 
8 months from the date of issue of the import licence, 
such proposals will invariably be referred by the 
licensing authorities to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry of Finance, North 
Block, New Delhi who will consider such extension 
on the merits of each case and communicate their 
decision to the licensing authorities for communica¬ 
tion to the licensee. Only on production by the licensee 
of a letter from the licensing authorities sanction¬ 
ing such extension will he authorised dealers and 
departmental authorities permit the facility of I'elter 
of authority for the establishment of letter of credit, 
acceptance of deposits of the rupee equivalent, etc. 
in respect of supply contracts entered into under the 
import licence. 

(x) All payments must be completed within 4 
months from the expiry of the import licence. Indi¬ 
vidual payments must be arranged upon shipment of 
goods. The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping documents. 
No credit facility of any kind will be permitted to be 
availed of by the Indian impouer from the ovcr.seas 
supplier. The contract should provide for the period 
of delivery of goods as follows :— 

*_Months after the receipt of Letter of Credit 

but to be completed latest by the end 
of.”. 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be 
noted that this date should not be beyond 30-6-1991. 

Section II : Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract 

II. (i) The FOB value of the contract should be 
expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omitted) 
and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, if 
any, which would be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circum.stanccs the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or In any other cur¬ 
rency. The purchase order and the supplier’s order’s 
confirmation should be in English only. 

(ii) Procurement of aH goods and sources to be
